Schizophrenia 


Schizophrenia  is  a  term 
common  to  the  vocabu¬ 
lary  of  a  psychology  ma¬ 
jor,  but  in  the  field  of 
dance  It  opened  an  unusual 
and  challenging  prospect 
for  Aldona  Lewis.  Aldona, 
though  an  elementary  edu¬ 
cation  major,  is  minoring 
in  dance  and  for  the  past 
*  two  -  years  has  been  a- 
member  of  the  Modern 
Dance  Club.  When  Dr. 
Poindexter  suggested  that 
she  work  from  a  psycho¬ 
logical  angle  on  an  assign¬ 
ment,  Aldona  utilized  the 
study  she  had  done  for  a 

paper  on  schizophrenia  and 
her  own  particular  interest 
in  that  subject  in  choreo¬ 
graphing  a  dance  which  has 
been  her  primary  project 
for  several  weeks. 

There  are  many  phases 
and  characteristic  beha¬ 
viors  of  schizophre¬ 
nia,  most  of  which  Aldona 
had  to  eliminate  in  choos¬ 
ing  the  few  which  appear¬ 
ed  most  danceable  to  her 
personally.  She  begins  her 
dance  with  a  portrayal  of 
childishness  followed  by 
the  experiencing  of  hallu¬ 
cinations.  Next  she  depicts 
a  feeling  of  persecution 
and  the  violent  reactions 
which  attend  it.  At  last  she 
displays  delusions  of  gran¬ 
deur  in  which  she  places 
herself  on  a  level  above 
Cod,  only  to  fail  the  hard¬ 
er  and  to  return  finally  to 
the  original  childish  be¬ 
havior^ 

:  For  her  accompaniment 
Aldona  originally  chose 
some  selections  from  Bar- 


tok,  which  she  is  still  using 
for  the  time  being.  How¬ 
ever,  upon  the  suggestion 
of  a  group  of  interns  at 
Milledgeville  State  Hospi¬ 
tal  who  have  offered  their 
criticism  on  the  accur¬ 
acy  of  her  portrayal,  she 
has  decided  to  change  her 
selection  of  music.  This 
same  group  of  interns  has 
offered  to  let  Aldona  ob¬ 
serve  a  ward  of  schnizop- 
hrenic  patients  under  the 
influence  of  music  in  order 
for  her  to  perfect  her 
performance. 

This  striking  combina- 
ton  of  psychology  and 
dance,  which  has  already 
attracted  wide  attention  on 
campus,  is  a  prime 
example  of  the  talent  and 
energy  to  be  found  among 
the  students  here  at  Wom¬ 
an's  College.

the  original  childish  be¬ 
havior. 

-  For  her  accompaniment 
Aldona  originally  chose 
'  some  selections  from  Bar- 


tok,  which  she  is  still  using 
for  the  time  being.  How¬ 
ever,  upon  the  suggestion 
of  a  group  of  interns  at 
Milledgeville  State  Hospi¬ 
tal  who  have  offered  their 
criticism  on  the  accur¬ 
acy  of  her  portrayal,  she 
has  decided  to  change  her 
selection  of  music.  This 
same  group  of  interns  has 
offered  to  let  Aldona  ob¬ 
serve  a  ward  of  schnizop- 
hrenic  patients  under  the 
influence  of  music  in  order 
for  her  to  perfect  her 
performance. 

This  striking  combina- 
ton  of  psychology  and 
dance,  which  has  already 
attracted  wide  attention  on 
campus,  is  a  prime 
example  of  the  talent  and 
energy  to  be  found  among 
the  students  here  at  Wom¬ 
an's  College.

Bright  Girl, 
I  clutched  my  free  ticket  fiercely  and  hoped  that  the  even¬ 
ing  would  be  rewarding.  Well,  as  it  happened,  this  par¬ 
ticular  night  was  most  fruitful  —  it  inspired  me  to 
think  more  about  the  “kind  ofthingwedo  in  Jessieville." 

The  play  was  exciting,  and  some  of  the  players  were, 
I  thought,  exceptional.  Never  shall  I  forget  Sharon  West 
as  the  zany  math  teacher  wiggling  her  way  through 
writing  on  an  imaginary  blackboard,  or  Dana  Dasher’s 
interpretation  of  the  pompous  “bright  girl."  But  the 
thing;  that  I  will  longer  remember  is  not  about  the  play 
at  all.  It  is  a  memory  of  two  grammar  school  girls  who 
sat  in  front  of  me  —  or  attempted  to  sit  —  periously 
balanced  on  the  very  edge  of  their  seats.  It  will  be  their 
suspense  and  tightening  anticipation  about  the  action  on 
stage  that  I  will  remember  long  after  the  plot  itself  is 
forgotten.  Because  it  is  this  thing  with  which  I  was 
impressed,'  I  began  to  think  why  the  play  itself  would 
not  be  a  memory  that  I  would  like  to  have  and  mull  over 
forever  and  ever. 

In  my  pondering  I  remembered  chat  for  some  years 
now  the  College  Theater  productions  have  been  plagued 
by  mass  unattendance.  Much  of  the  fault  of  this  situa¬ 
tion  should  surely  be  attributed  to  the  seemingly  inher¬ 
ent  nature  of  us  Jessies.  What  do  we  attend  en  masse 
anyway?  But  is  also  seems  that  some  of  the  cause  right¬ 
ly  belongs  with  College  Theater  itself  —  its  productions 
often  lack  the  depth  to  which  college  students  should  be 
exposed.  Bright  Girl  would  have  been  an  exceptional  sel¬ 
ection  for  almost  any  audience,  but  for  a  college  it 
seems  inappropriate.  The  fault  lies  in  the  choice;  of 
course  we  cannot  do  Morning  Becomes  Electra  or  Ben 
Hur,  but  there  are  numerous  other  plays  that  we  could 
do  —  plays  that  would  draw  larger  audiences,  ones  that 
we  would  want  to  remember  for  a  long  time.  Let  us  have 
plays  that  have  made  their  mark  upon  the  world  of 
drama  and  have  been  recognized  as  works  of  art.
